Engaging Submarine 


Patrol Boat Substituted British Ensign Upon 


on Day Arabic Was 


Sunk, Passengers on Lapland Say. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—A story that 
a British patrol boat, just before en- 
gaging a German submarine, Aug. 19, on 
the day when the Arabic was sunk and 


near the scene of the loss of the liner, 
flew an American flag, was received 
here today with the arrival of the 
steamer Lapiand. J ust before the patrol 
boat was ready to open up with hér 
guns against the submarine, the Amer 
ican flag fluttered to her deck and the 
British ensign was substituted. The pa- 
tro] boat approached the U-boat when 
it was shelling the British steamer Ni- 
cosian. 

On bodard the Lapland today was Dr. 
C..B. Banks of Memphis, Tenn., a vet- 
erinary, who was aboard the Nicosian 
when she was shelled. Dr. Banks, when 
asked about the sinking of the subma- 
rine, declined to discuss that phase of 
the matter, but confirmed the report 
that a patrol boat appeared fiying the 
American flag and that this was low- 
ered before the firing began. 

“We were within a five hours’ run ot 
the Arabic when she was sunk,” said 
Dr. Banks, ‘‘and we heard her wireless 
| call for assistance, the call reaching us 


f 
at 9:15 a.'m. At 11:15/a. m. we hada 
similar call from the British steamship 
Baron Erskine. 

“At 2:30 p. m. we sighted a suhmarine 
about one mile ahead of us and almost 
immediately heard a shot, about 16 men 
calling to us to stop. We started a 
wireless call for help and then the sub- 
marine turned loose on us with shrap- 
nel, the second shot tearing away our 
wireless apparatus. By this time the 
submarine was within 60 yards of. us 
and she gave our captain 20 minutes 
to get the crew into the boats. The last 
boat, in which I took refuge with the 
captain, was hardly clear of the ship 
when the submarine opened on the 
steamer with two guns, fully 2% shells 
striking the -Nicosian. 


“*The patrol boat, which had been com- 
ing up, was then within range and when 
the British flag was substituted for the 
American, the submarine turned a gun 
on her and fired several shots. 


, “The Nicosian did not sink, probably 
because she had in her Hold a cargo of 
logs.

LINCOLN, FORMER 
GERMAN SPY, 10 BE 
SENT TO ENGLAND 


Extradition for Trial on Forgery 
Charge—-He Fears Prosecu- 
tion for Espionage. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Ignatius T. T 
Lineoln, a former member of the Brit- 
ish Parliament, who recently admitted 
he had been a German spy, was today 
ordered by Federal Judge Veeder, 
Brooklyn, to be extradited to England 
to stand trial on a charge of forgery. 

Lincoln’s attorneys contested the ex- 
tradition preceedings, charging their 
cLent would be. tried as a spy if he 
were returnei to England. 

Judge Veeder, in giving hi decision, 
held that the depositions sen m Lon- 
don and presented in court, through at- 
torneys representing the British Consul 
here, were sufficient testimony to war- 
rant the extradition of Lincen. 

Lincoln, whose name was Isaac Treb- 
itsch until he became a naturalized 
Englishman, was charged with three 
forgeries in the papers filed by the Brit- 
ish Consul. Lincoln arrived in New 
Yerk from Liverpool on Feb. 9 last. 
Early in May he wrote two articles 
published in newspapers in which he 
purported to tell of the workings of the} 
British War Office. A short time later 
he announced he would publish a book 
entitled ‘“‘Revelations of an Interna- 
tional Spy.” His arrest on the forgery 
charge came soon afterward.

MiRPHYSBORO, Il, Sept. 10.—A cit- 
izens’ posse with two bloodhounds is 
hunting for Bracy Foree, negro, head 
waiter at thé Logan House here, who 
shot and killed John Atkinson, a white 
man, at 12:10 a. m. today. Foree is be- 


lieved to be headed toward St. Louis. 

Atkinson was an officer of the coal 
miners’ union and was known through- 
cut Southern Illinois as a labor leader. 
He was 35 years old and unmarried. The 

shooting occurred about two btocks 
north of the public square. 

Atkinson and two friends were walk- 
ing toward Atkinson's home when they 
found the sidewalk blocked by Foree, 
enother negro and two negro women. 

Just how the quarrel started has not! 
been made clear. One of the witnesses 
told Sheriff White that Foree spoke tv 
Atkinson and Atkinson replied: ‘‘I don’t 
want to talk to you niggers.”’ Accord- 
ing to one version, Atkinson struck 
Foree, who stepped back, drew a re- 
volver and fired, shooting Atkinson in 
the heart. Atkinson fell to the side- 
walk, dead, and Foree ran south toward 
the Mobile & Ohlo railroad yards. 

A freight train bound for St. Louis 
left the yards a short time after the 
shooting and it is believed the negruv 
boarded it. 

Sheriff White swore in 20 deputies and 
sent them out to form a circle around 
the town. Two bloodhounds, owned by 
B. F. Parker, were put on the trail. 

At 1 a. m. the dogs stopped in front 
of a house on Thirteenth street occu- 
pied by negroes and began to bay. 
Sheriff White broke down the front door 
and searched the.house, but Foree was 
not there.

Indicted Realty Man Offers to 
Make Full Restitution of 
Losses Through Him. 


FRAUDS REACHED

Settle Claims Against Him. 


Charles Christian Crone, the North 
Broadway real estate dealer, under four 
indictments for first-degree forgery, has 
been trying for several weeks to obtain 


a promise of a parole from Circuit 
Judge Cave, pledging, in . return, that 
his friends. would make full restitution 
to clients whom he defrauded of thou- 
sands of dollars in real estate tran- 
sactions. 

Judge Cave let this fact be known ‘to 
reporters today, when he unnounced 
that Crone’s trial had been set for Sept. 
%, and that he understood that both the 
State and the defense were ready for 
hearing, 

Judge Cave, in turning a deaf ear 
to those who interviewed him in Crone’s 
rehalf, said: 

“If I were to agree to a parole for 
Crone I would feel that every man 
who has been sentenced by .me to the 
penitentiary or workhouse should be 
released from those places. 

“A parole for Crone would be the 
same as a man paying the State $25,000 
—if his embezzlement should amount to 
that much—to be released from being 
prosecuted for a crime.” 

Plea Made by Attorney Cummings. 

The first plea for Crone, Judge Cave 
said, was made several weeks ago by 
Campbell Cummings, attorney for 
Crone, who said that all of Crone’s in- 
debtedness would be paid by one of 
Crone’s friends if a parole could be 
arranged for him. 

Among those familiar with Crone’s af- 
fairs it was believed the ‘‘friend’’ men- 
tioned by Attorney Cummings was 
Louis F. Kupferle of 31 Kingsbury place, 
a& manufacturer. Kupferle is Crone’s 
brother-in-law, and is upon his bond for 
$10,000.- In giving the bond Kupferle 
qualified for $40,000 in real estate and 
personal property. The four indictments 
against Crone charged that he got a 
total of $11,000 from clients by selling 
them forged deeds of trust. 

The most recent plea in Crone’s behalf 
was made last Wednesday by Frank X. 
Hiemenz, a lawyer and member of the 
Board of Education, who represents 
some of the prosecuting witnesses 
against Crone. Judge Cave said Hie- 
menz told him that his clients had been 
promised their money back if Crone 
could obtain a promise of a parole. Hie- 
menz, in behalf of the prosecuting wit- 
nesses, urged a parole. It was then 
that Judge Cave expressed himself flat- 
ly against it. 

Health Improving. 

Crone’s hearing had been delayed by 
the statement of his physician that ha 
was too ill to appear for trial. Cum- 
mings recently informed Judge Cave 
that Crone’s health had improved some- 
what, and that Crone had been able to 


him about the indictments. Ten years 
in prison is the minimum sentence for 
first-degree forgery.

RIVER RATE ON APPLES 
FROM CALHOUN COUNTY CUT 


Boat Lines Reduce Freight Tariff 
From 20 to 15 Cents a Barrel, 
Due to Lively Competition. 

The price of hauling apples per bar- 
rel from Calhoun County to St. Louis 
has been cut from 2 to 15 cents per 
barrel, due to the competition of 
apple-tarrying boats. The freight 
rate is the same, whether the apples 

are carried to Alton or to St. Louis. 

The three big boats competing for 
the Calhoun County apple trade are 
the Dubuque of the Streckfus Line, 
the Clyde of the Tennessee Line and 
the Belle of.Calhoun. All last season 
and until tve weeks ago all boats 
charged 20 cents a barrel. 

At the Belle of Calhoun offices teday 
it was said the rate was cut by the 
Clyde and the Belle of Calhoun when it 
was learned the Streckfus line was giv- 
ing rebates to shippers. At the Streck- 
fus line it/ was denied rebates were 
given.

PRESIDENT STUDIES TEXT 


Answer to Document to Be 
Made Promptly—Arbitration 
Likely to Be Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—President 
Wilson devoted several hours today to 
stidy of Germany's note on the sinking 
of the Arabic. No official comment was | 
made, but it was indicated plainly that. 
the German explanation is disappoint- 
ing. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, had assured Secretary 
Lansing that full satisfaction would be 
given, if it was determined that a Ger- 
man submarine sank the Arabic. Ger- 
many’s statement that she could not 
acknowledge any obligation to grant in- 
demnity is not considered full satisfac- 
tion by the officials of this Government. 
It is understood that the United 
States Government would be willing to 
submit to The Hague the question of 
how much indemnity should be paid, 
but it is Improbable that it will con- 
sent to arbitrate the principle involved. 
‘An answer to Germany is expected 
to go forward promptly.

MAN WHO SLASHED WRISTS 
QUESTIONED IN MURDER CASE 


Hospital Patient Alleged to Have 
Told Fellow Worwman That He 
Killed Woman in Omaha. 
William Hermann, 2 years old, who 
slashed his wrists in an attempt to kill 
himself in a railroad construction camp 
near Valley Park last week, and who 
is a city hospital patient, has been 
placed under surveillance, because of 
the statement of a  fellow-workman 
named Stewart, that Hermann told him 
of having killed a young woman in 
Omaha last May. 
Hermann denies that he said anything 
of the kind and Capt. M. F. Dempsey of 
the Omaha police, who arrived here to- 
day, is doubtful whether Hermann re- 
sembles the man who is wanted there. 
Ada Swanson, 21, was killed in Omaha 
with a hatchet, May 21, in the basement 
of a railroad official’s residence, where 
she was employed as a housemaid. A 
woman living across the street saw a 
man leaving the house and gave a vague 
description of him to the police. She 
described a man of medium stature. 
Hermann's height is 5 feet 11 inches. 
Hermann said today that he changed 
his name temporarily and went to work 
in the railroad camp, because he had 
been in trouble with the Pressfeeders’ 
Union for working in an open shop. 
Hermann eaid he was never in Omaha 
and gave the police the names of per- 
sons who, he said, could testify that he 
was in 8t. Louis through the month of 
May.

Ambassador Came to United 
States Two Years Ago, Was 
Interested in Laborers. 


FRIEND OF SPRING- RICE 


Paid Great Tribute to President 
Wilson on Presenting 
Credentials. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Since he 
came to Washington, more than 
two years ago, Ambassador Dum- 
ba had been one of the most popular 
members of the diplomatic corps. His 
experience as a diplomat embraces tH 
years of service in many parts of the 
world. 


His address upon presenting his cre- 
dentiais to President Wilson, April 2%, 
1913, was generally recalled today. 

“T congratulate myself on being sent 
to Washington on the eve of the dia- 
cussion of momentous issues raised by 
your memorable address of inaugura- 
tion,” he said. ‘“‘The necessity of more 
humanity, of a higher valuation of the 
individual life of the poor and humble, 
of more human solidarity in the des- 
perate struggle for life are demands, 
which, emphasized by your eloquent ad- 
dress, will henceforth remain within the 
scope of practical American politics. The 
triumph of these principles can only im- 
prove the lot of many thousands of my 
compatriots, who, mostly representing 
the element of unskilled laborers, im- 
migrate to this country in ever-increas- 
ing numbers.”’ ‘i 


Much Interested in Laborers. 
Dr. Dumba succeeded Baron Hengel- 
mueller, then dean of the diplomatic 
corps. It is significant that in an in- 
terview given out shortly after his ar- 
rival in America, Dr. Dumba sounded 
the keynote of his whole activity in the 
country—improvement in the conditions 
among Austro-Hungarian laborers in 
America, He has been one of the most 
popular members of the diplomatic corps 
and although in his term of nearly three 
years in Washington there had until re- 
cently been no momentous matter that 
has brought him into official relations 
with the American Goverriment, his per- 
sonality and his frank manner made 
him a welcome visitor at the State De- 
partment. 


Thirty-four years in the diplomatic 
rervice, including posts in London, St. 
Petersburg, at the Quirinal, Bucharest, 
Paris, Servia and Sweden rounded out 
his career which, if it had not been 
for the present difficulty, probably 
would have closed here with retirement 
at. the end of the war. The Ambassador 
has spent many years of his life in En- 
glish-speaking society and even the war 
did not affect his warm sympathy for 
things and people British. Only diplo- 
matic propriety, which made intercourse 
with the representatives of his country’s 
enemies impossible, forced a severance 
of his intimate friendship with Sir Cecil 
Epring-Rice, the British Ambassador. 
The embassies of the two warring coun- 
tries face each other and it was an 
almost daily occurrence to see the one or 
the other of the embassy automobiles 
bringing both the Ambassadors home 
together. 

Ambassador Dumba will leave his sig- 
nature on no important treaties or 
memorials, but he will be remembered 
as a prominent factor in helping to 
smooth over the rough places when tha 
German situation was at its worst. His 
visit to President Wilson and his re- 
quest for the latter’s personal interven- 
tion for the Austrian prisoners in Si- 
beria was one of the acts which has 
been placed to his credit at home. 

According to a recent statement to a 
friend, When the possibility of his re- 
call was mentioned, the Ambassador's 
main regret was that he would be 
forced to leave his post, thus destroy- 
ing his only chance to serve his coun- 
try in her time of need. He urged that 
he Was unfit to take part in military 
activity and that his only opportunity 
lay in representing Austria-Hungary in 
the capital of her greatest friend «mong 
the neutrals.

Concessions Have Been Obtained 
Without Pledges to. Any 
Nation, He Declares.

NEUTRAL 


Official Does Not Expect Greece 
and Servia Will Adopt a 
Joint Policy. 

SOFIA, Buigaria, via Berlin and Lon- 
don, Sept. 10.—‘“Bulgaria’s position is 
now good. and the outlook for the fu- 
ture is favorable,” said Premier Vaseil 
Radoslavoff in an interview today with 
the Associated Press correspondent. He 

added: 


“It is improbable that Greece and Ser- 
bia will adopt a joint policy regarding 
cre-| Bulgaria.” 

The Premier epressed the hope that 
all political parties in Bulgaria, espe- 
clally the Agrarians, would support the 
Government in a whole-hearted man- 
ner in its efforts to achieve the sauon- 
al ideals. 

He also declared the Bulgarian people 
were ready to meet the crisis and that 
economic conditions in the country were 
excellent. 

“Our Government is engaged in nego- 
tiations with the Entente Powers regard- 
ing concessions on the part of Servia,” 
he continued. ‘“‘While these negotia- 
tions are in progress it is utterly absurd 
to talk of an attack by Bulgaria on 
Servia as is predicted in some quarters. 
To do so might result in a catastrophe 
for Buigaria. 

“Our Government is negotiating also 
with the central Powers with the aim 
of obtaining the best results for the 
national cause. The fact that Bulgaria 
is treating with both groups of bellig- 
erents is quite in accordance with the 
desire of our Government and of the 
opposition.”’ 

Concerning the future, M. Radoslavoff 
said the Government intended to adhere 
to its policy of neutrality so long as 
Bulgaria's interests were not endan- 
gered, 

“Our relations with Turkey are ex- 
cellent,”” he said, “and the territory 
along the Maritza River ceded to us (the 
land along the Dedeaghatch Railroad) 
will soon pass under Bulgaria’s control. 
The new border runs along the left bank 
of the Hunja River (a tributary of the 
Maritza) to Admanople. The railroad 
station at that point is included in the 
ceded districts. From Adrianople the 
border runs to the town of Sufla, which 
lies two kilometers (1% miles) west of 
the Maritza. Thence the border follows 
the right bank of the Maritza. The new 
line may be described roughly as fol- 
lowing the course of the Maritza. 
“*Buigaria has assumed no political ob- 
ligations for the future in consideration 
ef these concessions. 

‘The prelimin._: 7 eyposition of Servia’s 
views in regard to Bulgari«’s claims was 
accompanied by much reserve.” 

It has become known here that Ser- 
vias reply to the entente Powers re- 
garding @ulgaria’s claims on Servia is 
unsatisfactory to the entente Powers. 
Although it is alleged that Servia crant- 
ed the demands of Bulgaria, the Servian 
note proposes a modus vivendi for 
carrying out a settlement which it is 
felt by the entente Powers Bulgaria 
would not accept. The entente Govern- 
ments, therefore, it is reported, havé re- 
ferred back Servia’s reply. 

Meanwhile, the Bulgarian Government 
is said not to have been informed offi- 
clally of the situation.

An official communication from Petro- 
grad announces another success for the 
Russians in Eastern Galicia. Following 
the victory at Tarnopol, it is stated that 
southwest of Trembowla, during tie 
ith and 8th, the Russians took a3 
prisoners 150 officers and 7000 men and 
that the Teutons retreated hastily to- 
ward the River Stripa. The communi. 
cation adds that the Russian captures 
since Sept. 3 on the Sereth front total 
383 officers and over 17,000 men and 14 
heavy guns. 


Basing its judgment on reports 
that the Germans are fortifying 
themselves strongly in the vicinity 
of Vilna, together with the trend of 
events on the southern wing of the 
eastern front and the slow progress 
of the Teutonic center, the British 
feeling is that cessation of the Aus- 
tro-German ofensive in the east may 
be at hand. Such a development 
would spell victory for that faction 
of the German General Staff which 
has argued that the lengthening of 
communications was involving toe 
much risk to warrant a further ad- 
vance. 


The German Crown Prince is making 
another determined attempt to break 
through the French lines in the Argonne 
and, according to the Berlin officia! 
statement, has succeeded in taking 
trenches over a front of two kilometers 
(one and one-fourth miles) and to a 
depth of from 300 to 500 yards, captur- 
ing 2000 prisoners, 48 machine guns and 
64 mine throwers.

Delegation Will Strive to Adjust 


Exchange Situation and Ne- 
gotiate Credit Loan. 


GREETED BY J. P. MORGAN 


Conference Arranged for This 
Afternoon at His Home—Brit- 
ish Lord Is Chairman. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—The joint 
Anglo-French Financial Commission of 
six members deputized by Great Brit- 
ain and France to adjust the foreign 
exchange situation here, reached New 
York today aboard the Lapland from 
ldverpool. They were met at quarantine 


by J. P. Morgan and H. P. Davison of 


the Morgan firm. 

This afternoon the commission will 
meet a number of New York bankers 
in the Mbrary of Morgan’s home and 
enter upon negotiations looking toward 
the establishment of a big foreign 
credit loan. Lerd Chief Justice Reading 
of -Engiand is in the delegation.

This state- 
ment, issued at quarantine, says: 

“The object of the visit of the 
misison is to consult with the Ameri- 
can bankers and others as to the 
best means to be adopted for regu- 
lating the exchanges between New 
York, London and Paris, in order 
that the commerce and industry of 
the three countries may suffer as lit- 
tle as posible during the course of 
the war. Mr. Blackett will act as 
secretary to the mission.”

100; ATTRIBUTED 
HEALTH TO KRAUT 


Mrs. Mary Trinka Ate Plentifully 
of the Dish, With Dump- 
lings, Daily. 


“Mrs. Mary Trinka,’ who died yesterday 
afternoon about 3:30 o’clock at the home 
of her granddaughter, Mrs. Sophie Trin- 
ka, 2043 Sidney street, after having 


reached the age of 100 years and seven 
months, attributed her longevity, ac- 
ccrding to her granddaughter, to indulg- 
ing in plenty of hard work, living a 
temperate life and eating a great deal 
of sauer kraut. Her favorite dish was 
sauer kraut and dumplings up to the 
day of her death. 

Mrs. Trinka was born in Frauenberg, 
Germany, in 1815. She came ‘to this 
country in 1850 and lived in a house at 
what is now the corner of Broadway 
and Barton street. At that time corn- 
fields and woods surrounded the house‘ 
and the nearest neighbor was more 
than a mile away. 

Up to four weeks ago? Mrs. Trinka 
proudly used to relate she had never 
been sick or attended by a doctor in 
her life. At that time a slight ail- 
ment caused her granddaughter to in- 
sist upon summoning a physician. The 
old lady rapidly declined. 

Joseph Trinka, father of Mrs. Mary 
Trinka, died at the’ age of 103, and both 
grandparents all but reached the cen- 
tury mark. 

Mrs, Trinka was a sympathizer with 
the German canse in the present war 
and read widely of the facts connected 
with the conflict. During the Civil War 
she sacrificed her linens, brought from 
Germany, to make bandages for the sol- 
diers, and ‘“‘pulled’”’ lint at Jefferson 
Barracks to provide dressings. She re- 
membered when eggs sold for 6 cents 
apiece and a barrel of flour brought $12. 
Her husband and son fought in the Civil 
War. 

She was the mother of 11 children and 
has outlived them all save. one.. Mrs. 
Trinka did not believe in woman's suf- 
frage. She thought the woman's place 
was in the kitchen. She is survived by 
nine grandchildren and four  great- 
grandchildren. The funeral wili take 
place tomorrow morning at the (hurch 
of St. vane de Sales.

“CREAM FOR U. S, AFTER WAR” 


British Commission Reports on Ef- 
fects of Conflict on Finance. 
LONDON, Sept. 10.—‘The.. United 
States will have the cream after the 
war. Great Britain will have to be con- 
tent with milk, and the other Sellig- 
erents with skimmed milk.” This sums 
up the report presented today to the 
British Association by a special commitre 
tee appointed to study the effects of the 

war on credit and finance. 

The committee expresses: the opinion 
that Great Britain would emerge from 
the war in a better position than the 
other belligerents, as the latter appar- 
ently are not meeting any part of the 
cost of the war or interest on war loans 
out of current revenues. 


MRS. GAY'S STORY 
OF KIONAPED CHILD 
S INVESTIGATED 


Widow Suing Physician and 
Others Says Late Milltonaie 
Would Have Provided for It. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 10.—The suit of 
Mrs. Estelle Cooper Gay against a physi- 
cian and others to produce her 8-year- 
old child, supposed to have been kid- 
naped from a convent in this city, has 
been continued for several days. The 
police and prosecuting attorney are in+ 
vestigating Mrs. Gay’s extraordinary 
story of the child and her statement 
that the late Col. J. C. Mayo, a multi- 
millionaire, would have settled $500,0v0 
on her for the child if he had lived. 

According to her story, Mrs. Gay, who 
is a widow, and Col. Mayo, who was 
married, had been close friends for many 
years and often had traveled together. 
When the child was born, sne said, ex- 
traordinary precautions were taken to 
keep the fact secret. It was placed in 
the convent and, Mrs. Gay declares, 
Col. Mayo made an allowance of $50 a 
month for its support. 

Mrs. Gay is a daughter of Judge Coop- 
er of Mt. Sterling, Ky., an old friend of 
Col. Mayo from whom the latter is sald 
to have bought valuable coal lands years 
ago for a low price.

CARRANZA WILL 


REFUSE OFFER 
UT DIPLOMATS 


Conference on Internal Affairs 
Declined in Reply to Lan- 
sing’s Note. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Gen. Car- 
ranza, in his reply to the Pan-Amer- 
ican conferees, it was learned here to- 
day, will agree to discuss any inter- 
national aspects of the Mexican sit- 
uation, but will decline to enter a con- 
ference on internal affairs. 

Carranza’s answer, which is expected 
today or tomorrow, is said to decline 
the offer extended by Secretary Lan- 
sing and the Latin-American diplomats 
tc arrange a corpference of the Mexican 
factions to choose a provisional gov- 
ernment. ’ 

Carranza’s main contention, it is said, 
will be that his forces are in practical 
control of the country, and to enter 
into euch a conference would have no 
beneficial effect. 

Gen. Carranza will declare, however, 
that he does not wish to ignore the 
friendly interest of the United States, 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Bolivia, Uru- 
guay and Guatemala, and for that rea- 
son will say that if there are any in- 
ternational aspects which can properly 
be considered with representatives of 
the Pan-American Government he will 
appoints representatives to meet them. 

It is pointed out by American officials 
that there are international as well as 
internal questions in the Mexican situa- 
tion that need consideration and adjust- 
ment. One is whether Carranza is in a 
position to afford adequate protection to 
life and property and another concerns 
payment of claims of foreigners grow- 
ing out of the revolution. 

At the mediation conference at Niag- 
ara Falls last year, Carranza declined 
mediation of internal affairs of Mexico 
but offered to enter the conference t? 
consider international questions. Hise 
proposal was rejected on the ground that 
he could not be petmitted to limit the 
scope of the mediation. It is pointed 
out now that conditions have changed 
and that the Pan-American conferees 
are in no sense a mediation commis- 
sion.

INELSON 0' SHAUGHNESSY OUT 
OF THE DIPLOMATIC SERVICE 


He Gained Popularity 


in Mexico When He 


Was Charge d’ Affaires After the Retire- 
’ ment of Ambassador Wilson. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10. — Nelson 
O'Shaughnessy, who represented the 
United States in Mexico City as Charge 
d@’Affaires during the Huerta regime, 


and who recently was connected with 
the embassy at Vienna, is no longer on 
the State Department payroll. After be- 
ing recalled from Vienna, O’Shaughnes- 
sy was given a “60-day leave of ab- 
sence.” His leave has expired and his 
pay has been stopped. 

Officials of the State Department re- 
fuse to say why he was removed from 
the payroll or what charges, if any, 
were preferred against nim. 

O’Shaughnessy was extremely popular 
in *Mexico. Through his personal ef- 
forts with Huerta he brought about the 
release of several Americans. Upon 
his return from Mexico City reports 
were circulated that the diplomat was 
to be “allowed to resign.’ It was im- 


possible to ascertain the cause of these 
reports except that some of them were 
based upon suggestions. that O’Shaugh- 
nessy had been too friendly with Huer- 
ta. When he was. sent to Vienna the 
impression prevailed that President Wil- 
son had refused to dignify the dispar- 
aging Yreports and that he ‘had full faith 
in O'Shaughnessy. 

O’Shaughnessy, who was born in New 
York in 1876, has been in the diplomatic 
service for 11 years. e was appointed 
third secretary of legation at Copenha- 
gen in 190% and was shifted to Bertin 
the following year. He was second sec- 
retary of embassy at Vienna and was 
then sen to- Mexico City, where he was 
made first secretary and became charge 
upon .the retirement of Ambassador 
Henry Lane Wilson. 

Recently he was sued by the Ritz- 
Carlton Hotel of New York for a $600 
account.

Viscount Oura, Accused in Par- 
liamentary Scandal, Will 
Give Up All Titles.

TOKIO, Aug. 6.—To divest himself of 
all titles and honors and to retire into 
seclusion probably for the rest of his 
life, is the punishment that has fallen 
on Viscount Kanetake Oura, Home Min- 
ister in the Okuma Cabinet, whose con- 
nection With the parliamentary bribery 
scandal led to the resignation of the 
Okuma Ministry. The lot of Viscount

In addition to resigning his portfolio in 
the Cabinet and his seat in the House 
of Peers, Viscount.Oura has withdrawn 
from all public associations and activi- 
ties, including his leadership in the gov- 
ernmental Doshikai group, and has even 
transferred his title to his heir. He is 
expected to pass the remainder of his 
days in obscurity. His fall is all the

Rose From Humble Circumstances. 

Viscount Qura has occupied a fore- 
most position on the political stage of 
Japan for many years. His life embodies 
a rise from humble circumstances to 
great honors by capacity and energy. 
He began as a Sergeant in the Tokio 
police forces when the modern police 
system was inaugurated in 1871. He 
rose rapidly until, resigning his post, he 
entered the army and took part in the 
Formosan expedition in 1874. He later 
was engaged in the Satsuma rebellion. 
After holding a succession of civil offices 
he became Governor of various prefec- 
tures and in 1899 was appointed to the 
important post of Superintendent-Gener- 
al of Police. 
recognized as ministerial timber and be- 
came Minister of Communications in the 
Katsura Cabinet. It was about this 
time that the title of Viscount was 
conferred upon him. 

He became very active as a support- 
ev of Prince Katsura in the formation 
and extension of influence of the Dosh- 
ikaf party, the leadership of which he 
ghared with Baron Kato, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs.

The Rev. Z. J. Rosenfeld Guided 
Members of His Church in 
All Their Affairs. 


———— 


The funeral of Rabbi. Zacharia J. 
Rosenfeld, who died in his home, 1508 
Wash street, yesterday afternoon, wiil 
take place Sunday at 9 a. m._ Inter- 
ment will be at Chesed Shel Emes 
Cemetery on the Olive street road. He 
died of indigestion, from which he suf- 
fered three years. 

Rabbi Rosenfeld’ was 69 years old and 
was venerated for his piety and learn- 
ing. He Was educated by his father, 
Rabbi, Moses Gabrial Rosenfeld, whom 
he succeeded in Turisk, near Kovel, in 
Russian Poland. It was at the age of 
16 that he qualified for the rabbinate, 
having to marry in order to do so. 

While Rabbi Rosenfeld was regarded 
as one of the most learned men of the 
orthodox Jewish church in this country, 
it is said of him that his fame is great- 
er in the old country than it is here. 
There it is said he is still remembered 
for the wisdom with which he settled 
the disputes of his flock as well as the 
difficulties of others’ not of his faith, 
who sought his counsel. He came to 
this country 24 years ago. 

Rabbi Rosenfeld was consulted by his 
flock in all matters pertaining to their 
diet and sanitation, and he guided them 
by the laws of the Talmud, which, many 
believed, he virtually held in his mem- 
ory. Members of his flock declare he 
lived the life of a just man, according 
to the letter and spirit of the orthodox 
faith, and in evidence of this they re- 
late his antipathy to photography. He 
never had a photograph of himse'f 
taken, declaring that-it was not right 
to make any graven image. 

All Jewish merchants of the orthodox 
faith will close their stores Sunday at 
the hour of the funeral. Sixty-five Jew- 
ish’ lodges will send representatives in 
carriages to the funeral, as will 25 syn- 
agogues. 

Rabbi Rosenfeld is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Miriam Rosenfeld, and fivé 
children.

BERLIN, via London, Sept. 10.—Dr. 
Karl Bachem of Cologne, clefical mem- 
ber of the Reichstag, has contributed an 
article to the Cologne Volks Zeitong, 


suggesting the possibility that the na- 
ture and extent of Amencan exports of 
munitions of war have been exagger- 
ated in certain quarters for the specific 
purpose of provoking. trouble between 
Germany and the United States. 

Bachem declares that he recently was 
assured by a prominent American that 
American munition exports had never 
even approached the quantity reported 
by German newspapers. Hitherto, the 
unnamed American is said to have as- 
sertod, moderate quantities of small 
arins ammunition have been delivered 
put not a single shell. 

Bachem asserts that it is hard to es- 
cape the belief, therefore, that there is 
a “system” behind reports concerning 
immense American war exports.

today similar incidents in America’s in- 
ternational relations. 


The first case was nandled by Presi- 
dent Washington, who, in 1793, asked 
for the recall of French Amassador 
Citizen Genet. He represented the 
French Citizens’ Committee of Safety, 
organized after the execution of Louis 
AVI. 

Coming with commissions for Ameri- 
cans willing to equip sea raiders against 
Eritish commerce, he began a series 
of speeches against England. Inasmuch 
as the United States was neutral, Ge- 
net’s recall was requested. France im- 
mediately complied. 

The Spanish Minister to Washington 
in 186 was compelled to accept his 
passports after he had been charged 
with offering to bribe a Philadelphia 
editor to represent Spain's arguments 
in a controversy with the United States. 


First Englishman Recalled. 
The first Fritish representative in 


Washington to be recalled was F. J. 
Jackson, who, in 1808, charged bad faith 
against the American Government. He 
declared an agreement had been made 
between his predecessor and the. Uni*- 
ed States which Ameriatn officials 
knew the English Minister had no power 
to sign. 

M. Pouissin, the French Minister, was 
recalled in 1849 because it was felt ine 
bad been impudent to the American Sec- 
retary of State. 

Great Britain recalled Minister Cramp- 
ton in 1855. He was charged, with three 
British consuls, with making engage- 
ments for recruits for the English army 
during the Crimean war. Actual en- 
agement was not to take place until 
the recruits reached Canada, but Cramp- 
ton’s activity resulted in the request 
for his recall and cancellation of the 
consuls’ exequators. 


Sackville-West Case. 
Qne of the most famous incidents in 


volving the recall of a diplomat oc. 
curred in 1888, after Lord Sackville- 
West, British Minister, advised an 
American to vote for Cleveland. That 
was regarded as an interference in do- 
mestic politics and passports 
handed to the envoy. There followe 
exchanges between the. British an 
Washington Governments and President 
Cleveland referred to the incident in 
his message to Congress. 

In 1898 Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish 
Minister, was compelled to accept his 
passports because it was considered 
that he had written disrespectfully :f 
Fresident McKinley. 


WOULD STOP PARKING OF AUTOS 
ALL DAY IN DOWNTOWN STREETS 


Sergt. Gerk of Traffic Squad Will 

Recommend Several Changes in 

Regulations to Police Board. 

The Police Board at its regular 
weekly meeting this evening will con- 
sider recommendations for the im- 
provement of traffic conditions made 
in a written report last night by 
Sergt. Joseph Gerk of the traffic 
squad. A copy of the Detroit (Mich.) 
traffic regulations, considered among 
the best in the country, was sub- 
mitted to Gerk with the request that 
he study them and suggest which 
ones might be adopted here with a 
beneficial result. 

Gerk thinks it would be a good idea 
for the city to adopt the section of 
the Detroit ordinances which pro- 
hibits the parking of automobiles on 
downtown thoroughfareg for a longer 
period than 1 hour between 8 a, m,, 
and 6 p. m. 

He fifids that traffic is impeded by 
the parking of machines on. busy 
streets from 2 to 8 hours during busi- 
ness time and that some of the cars 
are left two feet away from the curb. 
He suggests that Twelfth street, be- 
tween Olive and Market streets, and 
the west side of Fourth street, be- 
tween Market and Chestnut streets, 
be designated as public parking places 
for business men who keep their cars 
on the downtown streets all day. 

The. ordinance prohibiting down- 
town garages should be repealed, 
Gerk thinks. At the time it was 
enacted in 1913 there were but an 
average of 7000 autos downtown dur- 
ing the day, he says, but now he be- 
lieves there are nearly 15,000 in 
daily use in the business section.

EXPERIENCES 


One Tells How He Won an Iron Cross, Another How 
Brother Was Killed and He Was Wounded 
in the Same Charge.

3 BERLIN, Aug. 20. 
COLLECTION of letters written by 
A German and Austrian Jews at the 
front has been published here. 
Writers of these tell felatives and 
friends at home of tragic moments of 
battle, of amusing experiences during 
hours of relaxation, and of cheery hours 
spent with coreligionists in France Fr 
Poland who forgot for the time being 
that their guests were invaders of their 
native soll. 
Death of His Brother. 
NBD of the most engrossing letters 
r) is from a private named Werner, 
‘' describing the death of his 
brother, Walter, in a battle in Belgium. 

“In the morning we were taken over 
the Meuse and lay in reserve until dark- 
ness fell,’’ he wrote. ‘About 8 in the 
evening we received the order to ad- 
vance. Under fearful artillery fire my 
company advanced toward the village. 
already entirely in flames (for our artil- 
lery had done good preliminary work). 
The village shone blood-red against the 
horizon. 

“While we lay in the cover of some 
bushes for a moment, Walter and I hap- 
pened to find ourselves kneeling side by 
side by the flag. Both of us had the 
same thought. We caught hold of the 
flag with one hand, clasped our other 
hands, and in silence swore once again 
to be faithful to the flag and to. our- 
selves. 

“‘*Forward!’ We advanced at ful!) 
speed. Rifle bullets whistled about us, 
shrapnel shrieked and burst in the air. 
We kept beside each other, shouting 
encouraging words, each thinking of 
the other, seeking not to lose him in 
the storm of battle * * * : 

“When we had about reached the vil- 
lage the enemy had already withdrawn 
and begun an attack from the flank. 
Now came the order: ‘Left, march!" We 
were under the best of cover, but now 
had to plunge into the worst hail of 
bullets. Many a man hesitated, but 
when we saw our officers rush on, Wal. 
ter and I jumped up and ran forward. 

“We charged for five minutes with 
fixed bayonets. I heard Walter call to 
‘me. While I was answering, a bullet 
struck my forearm. It was only a 
giancing wound, but ai second shot 
struck my upper arm and threw me to 
the ground. 

Next afternoon the company officers 
sent me Walter’s pocketbook and diary, 
with the news that my good brother had 
just been buried. After the battle he 
nad set out to find me and had been 


j shot dead. 


Winning an Iron Cross. 

é¢ ALTER C. of Cologne’’ tells in 
\W 4 letter to his parents how he 

won the Iron Cross in North- 

ern France: 

“At 7 in the evening my Captain got 

orders to send a patrol to the top of a 

hill, which was literally covered all 

over with burstling shells, from where 

the enemy’s position could be described,” 

he wrote. 

“*Bight volunteers step forward!’ ‘I 

stepped forward. Nobody else did. The 

Captain clasped my hand. 

“T succeeded in getting to the top of 
the hill, but there I was Giscovered and 
subjected to fire that absolutely beg- 
gars description. 

“A fragment of a shell about as big 
as a fist smashed my helmet, a piece of 
shrapnel tore my knapsack to pieces, 


|another the cartridge box on my left 


side. In the meantime I quietly observed 
the enemy’s position through my field 
glass and noted it on a map. 

“IT crawl back to our artillery which 
immediately turns its fire in that di- 


| rection. Exactly seven minutes later the 


French guns are silenced. Once more I 
crawl back up the hill. Every French 
gun has been overturned. The gunners 
are dead. 

“A French battalion comes along to 
gavé the pieces. After a prearranged 
signal (white light-bullets, which I fire 
into the air), our artillery gives them a 
round. More than half the battalion 
fall dead or wounded, the other runs off 
in a panic, and for that day there are 
no more Frenchmen to be seen. 
“Next.morning 300 dead and wounded 
are found, 82 torn by shells. I receive 
the Iron Cross.

“The Czar’s action, in taking com- 
mand of the Russian armies, indicates 
a probable change in the conduct of the 
war and a possible change in the foreign 
poliey of the Russian nation. It is al- 
most certain that the Czar has been in- 
fluenced in his decision by the leading 
men in Government and court circles. 
He is too conservative to take radical 
action in such a&n emergency without 
the strongest influence and support. 

“This change in the Russian war pro- 
gram points to the downfall of the 
Grand Dike and his party and a new 
alignment in Russian politics, the result 
of which cannot be predicted. Probably 
we have not received a full report from 
Russia as to the extent of Russia’s dis- 
approval of recent leadership of the 
Russian army and the inactivity of the 
allios on the western front. For ‘the 
action could not have been taken unless 
there were a public revulsion of feeling 
against the Grand Duke which would 
justify the placing of a new commander 
in virtual control of the army. 

Saves Dignity of Family 

“By himself supplanting the Grand 
Duke, the Czar has saved the dignity of 
the Imperial family and spared the 
Grand Duke the humiliation of being 
superceded by a General of humbler 
rank than he. The real command of 
the army undoubtedly will be turned 
over to some genral officer, perhaps 
Ivanoff, Russky or Kuropatkin. 

“It is unlikely that the Czar wil] at- 
} | tempt to be anything more than nominal 

head of his army. It is known every- 

where in Russia that he lacks the deci- 
sion of character necessary in a success- 
ful military commander. The political 
perspective of the Czar’s action far out- 
weighs the military aspect. 
Victory for Court Circles 
“Undoubtedly the court circles have 

achieved a victory which might open a 

door to peace between Germany and 

Russia. It is too early to predict wheth- 

er any such result is likely, but the 

Czar’s telegram to President Poincare 

of France seems to indicate that he in- 

tends to silence any rumore of a prob- 
able separate peace by reaffirming the 


stronz alliance between France and Rus- 
gia.

As the cave bear trembles *efore the baby lamb 
and the hawk quails before the chicken, so the 
submarine dreads the passenger liner. The sub- 
marine flees from the liner like the hound flee- 
ing from the deer. 

Only when the submarine is cornered or in 
extremis, only as a last resort, will it strike its 
timid blow. The Associated Press explains from 
Rerlin: 

German naval experts declare that there is 
no other course open to submarines under the 
present conditions when, they assert, every 
merchantman, from liner down to fishing 
smack, is a presumptive enemy and perhaps 
carrying guns and ready to seize any oppor- 
tunity to attack the vulnerable submarine by 
gunfire or by ramming.

Former United States District Attor- 
ney Charles A. Houts was today ap- 
pointed réceiver for the Knights of 
Honor, a fraternal insurance organiza- 


i tion, by Federal Judges Trieber and 
Dyer. 


Houts filed bond in the sum of $50,000. 
The petition for a receivership wag filed 
June 7 and since that time several hear- 
ings have been held for the purpose of 
giving the officials an opportunity to 
show that they were able to rehabili- 
tate the organization. 

Judge Trieber, speaking for the court, 
handed down the decision. He said that 
in view of the fact many of the policy 
holders in the lodge had reached an 
age when it would be impossible for 
them to get insurance elsewhere, the 


case had been given careful considera- 
tion. He said that the evidence showed 
that for 15 or 2% years the lodge had 
declined in membership, and that had 
tne receivership been granted when the 
petition was first filed, the policy hold- 
era would have received more than they 
will get today, because of the constant 
cecrease in the assets. He also stated 
that any plan for reorganization could 
be carried out under the ‘receivership 
and that should, at any time,’ the lodge 
be shown to be solvent again the re- 
ceivership would be dissolved. 

One of the objections to the receiver- 
ship was based on a claim by attorneys 
that the Federal Court had no jurisdic- 
tion and that the Attorney-General of 
Missouri alone could close up the af- 
fairs of the lodge. Judge Trieber ggid 
that at an early hearing a representa- 
tive .of the Attorney-General had stat- 
ed that he had no objection to the Fed- 
eral Court handling the case. Attor- 
neys said it would be possible for the 
lodge to take an appeal from the deci- 
sion and hold up the receivership by
